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was performing not bis leaſt ſervice to the learned 
and religious world. And the elegant compliments 
paid by Dr. Hurd to the Biſhop of Glouceſter, in the 
above Dedication, appear from the circumſtance of 
his then obſcure ſituation to have been an unbought 
acknowledgement of the high eſtimation in which 
he held his talents. Who then ſhall be ſurpriſed 
( notwithſtanding Dr. Parr's Attack npon the Bi- 
ſhop of Worceſter) that after the generous patronage 
of that diſtinguiſhed Prelate, Dr. Hurd ſhould be- 
come his avowed Champion, and ſhould have taken 
every opportunity of paying a tribute of gratitude to 
his memory ? As a writer his Lordſhip is certainly 
one of the moſt claſſical and elegant of the age. 
His edition of Horace's Epiſtolæ ad Piſones et Auguſ- 
tum, with an Engliſh Commentary and Notes, was 
firſt publiſhed in two octavo volumes, in 1753; 
four years previous to which the Epiſtle to the Pi- 
ſos had appeared by itſelf, This work has ſince 
been frequently reprinted in three ſmall octavo vo- 
lumes, .and is one-of the moſt maſterly pieces of 
Criticiſm in our language. The fine taſte, philoſo- 
phic ſpirit, and ſolid judgement, which it every 
where diſplays, render it fingularly delightful to 
the claſſical reader, Dr. Hurd's © Moral and Poli- 
tical Dialogues ; with Letters on Chivalry and 
Romance,” were firſt publiſhed together, in three 
{mall octavo volumes, in the year 1765, after hav- 
ing each appeared ſeparately and anonymouſly:

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known, to require a panegyric from us. A pam- 
phlet publiſhed about this time by Dr. Hurd in re- 
ply to Mr. Hume's Eſſay on the Natural Hiſtory of 
Religion, has been branded by that author, (in this 
caſe too much a party concerned, to be free from 
party zeal,) as © written with all the illiberal pe- 
tulance, arrogance, and ſcurrility, which diſtinguiſh | 
the Warburtonian School.” Upon being choſen 
Preacher at Lincoln's Inn Chapel, his Lordſhip de- 
livered, in that capacity, the firſt ſeries of Sermons 
that were preached at the Lecture, inſtituted by 
his friend Biſhop Warburton, for the illuſtration of 
the Prophecies, and exhibited a model truly worthy 
of the imitation of his ſucceflors. His twelve Diſ- 
courſes on this occaſion. were publiſhed in an oc- 
tavo volume, in 1772, as was alſo his edition of 
“Select Works of Mr. Abraham Cowley,” with a 
Preface and Notes, in two ſmall octavo volumes. 
The Diſcourſes have been attacked, with no ſmall 
degree of virulence, by Mr. Evanſon, formerly vi- 
car of Tewkeſbury and author of the Diſſonance of 
the Goſpels. About this time eee enjoyed 
the particular patronage of Earl Mansfield, and ſuc- 
ceſſively became Preceptor to the Prince of Wales, 
Biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, and Biſhop of 
Worceſter. In 1776, Dr. Hurd publiſhed a vo- 
lume of Sermons, preached at Lincoln's Inn be- 
tween the years 1765 and 1776, to which he added 
two more volumes, in the year 1781. Theſe Diſ-

Mae s Inn, and delivered in their Chapel, while 
Dr. Hurd was their preacher. Upon his reſignation 
of that office, in 1776, the Maſters of the Bench re- 
queſted him to publiſh them; by complying with 
which, he has put the World at large under obli- 
gation to him. Theſe and ſome: occaſional ſingle 
Sermons, conſtitute the liſt, (except one Eſſay to 
be noticed hereafter ) of his Lordſhip's earlier pub- 
lications. In 1783, he bad the honour of declining 
the dignity of the Archbiſhoprick of Canterbury, 
vacated by the Death of Dr. Cornwallis. In 1788, 
his Lordſhip publiſhed an edition of“ The Works 
of the Right Rev. William Warburton, Lord Bt- 
ſhop of Glouceſter,” in ſeven quarto volumes, as 
well as an oQavo ſupplemental volume of Biſhop 
Warburton's Works, or, a Collection of all the New 
Pieces contained in the quarto Edition. In an Ad- 
vertiſement prefixed to the former of theſe Works, 
the reader was informed that a Diſcourſe, contain- 
ing ſome Account of the Life, Writings, and Cha- 
racter of that celebrated Prelate, had been pre- 
pared, but would not appear till hereafter, for rea- 
ſons then to be explained ; but on its appearance 
the purchaſer would be entitled to a copy. This 
conduct and the circumſtance of printing only two 
hundred and fifty copies of ſo ſumptuous an edition 
of the Works of his learned friend, appeared myſ- 
terious to moſt people, and cauſed his Lordſhip to 
be arraigned on the ſcore of intellectual cowardice 
as having ſuppreſſed a Life of his original Patron, 
EATS | On 
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on account of its containing fome free things of 
living characters. In 1794, be publiſhed & A Diſ- 
courſe, by way of General Preface to the quarto 
Edition of Biſhop Warburton's Works; containing 
fome Account of the Life, Writings, and Character 
of the Author,” in a quarto pamphlet, which was 
never fo/d. It is well and intereſtingly written, 
but on account of his not giving (according to 
promife ) any reaſon for its ſingular procraſtination, 
as well as on other accounts, the imputation, before 
mentioned, has not been entirely done away. His 
Lordſhip early in life exhibited a blameable degree 
of conformity to this intellectual deſpot, in an Eſſay 
on the Delicacy of Friendſhip, intended to arraign 
the conduct of the late Dr. Jortin, who had been 
guilty of ſome degree of Rebellion againſt his literary 
Chief. This pamphlet, he afterward took much 
pains to buy up and ſuppreſs. His Lordſhip's 

Strictures on Archbiſhop Secker and Biſhop Lowth, 
gave occaſion to a very well-written Letter from a 
Member of the Univerſity of Oxford.

He was one of the 
principal ſubjects of conteſt in the celebrated Diſ- 
putes of the Royal Society, between Dr. Horſley and 
Sir Joſeph Banks, Dr. Hutton was, at that time, 
correſponding Secretary to that learned Body, from 
which appointment he was removed, at the inſti- 
gation of Sir Joſeph, becauſe: his reſidence was 
{ome miles diſtant from London. He obtained his 
preſent appointment at Woolwich, by one of the 
moſt honourable diſtinctions upon record, and after 
a, conteſt with ſeveral of the ableſt Mathematicians 
which this country has produced. After this we 
need not add, that his mathematical abilities and 
knowledge are very extenſive. His method of 
operation is, in general, diſtinguiſned by a certain 
degree of maſterly neatneſs and elegance, which 
are particularly engaging. The Ladies Diary, the 
Gymnaſium of ſo many of our moſt celebrated 
Mathematicians, may boaſt of Dr. Hutton among 
its correſpondents. He is, at preſent, the princi-

By a moſt ſhameful Deception, which 
was ſucceſsfully put upon him by his own Son, 
Mr. Ireland became, in the year 1796, the oſtenſible 
perpetrator of one of the groſſeſt literary Forgeries 
upon the public, which the Hiſtory of Letters: can 

produce, and for an account of which, we refer 
the Reader to the next article. In conſequence of

This d Sharper may boaſt of having = at- 
; nadel, ſome time ago, by his delinquencies in the 
imonwealth of Letters, as much attention as 
FTTH falls to the lot of its moſt meritorious 
members. But, while the impreſſions remaining 
from the ſevices of the latter are thoſe of gratitude 
and veneration, 4is machinations © have - annexed 
contempt and infamy to his name; and while ſo 
much good taſte remains among men as to promiſe 
that the works of Shakſpeare ſhall never die, he 
may comfort himſelf in the proſpect of a deteſtable 
immortality. The idea of forging the Shakſperian 
Manuſcripts ſeems to have been created in the 
mind of this literary Culprit, (then not nineteen 
years of age), by Mr. Stevens“ Edition of Shak- 
ſpeare. He had heard, perhaps, the names of Chat- 
| terton and Rowley, without the capability of duly 
conceiving the merits of the memorable circum- 
ſtance connected with thoſe names; and he thought 
that if he could imitate the Signatures of Shak- 
ſpeare, exhibited in Mr. Stevens Edition, he might 
enrich his own pocket, and make excellent ſport at 
the expence of our great Bard, and ſome credulous 
Antiquarians. By the mean of a book, publiſhed 
in Queen Elizabeth's reign, he tried his ſkill at 
imitating the manner of writing of thoſe days, and 
hid] it 
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it ſeems, by his own confeſſion, that he was allowed 
to be dexterous in theſe dangerous devices. His 


deſign on Shakſpeare ſeemed remarkably well timed, 


as he had heard that a gentleman at Clapton 
Houſe had diſcovered ſome MSS with Shakſpeare's 
ſignature, and had juſt burned a large baſket full 
of them. He went to work immediately with 
peculiar ingenuity and art, and when his proje& 
was ripe for execution, he came to his father-with 
a tale, that a grand diſcovery had been acci- - 
dentally made at the houſe of a gentleman of conſi- 
derable property. That, among a quantity of family 


papers, the contracts between Shakſpeare, Lowine, 
and Condell, and the leaſe granted by him and 


Hemynge to Michael Fraſer had been found. 
That, ſoon afterward, the Deed of gift to William 
Henry Ireland (deſcribed as the friend of Shak- 
ſpeare, in conſequence of having faved his life on 
the Thames, when in extreme danger of being 
drowned), and alſo the Deed of truſt to John 
Hemynge had been diſcovered. That, in purſuing 
his ſearch, he had been ſo fortunate as to find 
ſome Deeds eſtabliſhing, beyond all controverſy, 
the title of this gentleman to a conſiderable pro- 
perty; Deeds of which the gentleman was as igno- 
rant as of his having in his- poſſeſſion any of the 
 MSS of Shakſpeare. That in return for this ſervice, 
in addition to the remarkable circumſtance of the 


young man bearing the ſame name and arms, with 


the — who ſaved Shakf peare's life, the gentle. 
# 
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man had. promiſed. him every thing telatlve to the 
ſubject, which had been, or ſhould be found, ei- 
ther in town or at his houſe in the country. And, 
that, at this houſe the principal part of the papers, 
together, with a great variety of Books, containing 
his MS Notes, and three MS Plays, with part of a 
fourth, had been diſcovered.” ' Upon this he pro- 
duced the MSS which he had: forged, correſpond- 
ing with this account, and the Father became firſt 
the Dupe of his Son's Artifice, and afterward the 
_ miſtrument of putting his vile impoſitions upon the 
public at large. The ſeveral MSS, among which 
was the tragedy of Vortigern, were exhibited by 
Mr. Ireland, Sen: at his houſe in Norfolk Street. 

The public mind became a good deal intereſted, and 
many of the principal Literati, among whom were 
Dr. Parr and Dr. Warton, as well as a numerous ſet 
of gentlemen of liberal education, coming with cha- 
ritable minds, not excited to ſuſpicion, ſaw plauſible 
marks of authenticity and believed. Yet it was na-

but, though repeatedly called upon, he never pub- 
liſhed the Sermon complete, a circumſtance which 
has prevented his entire exculpation upon that oo- 
caſion. In 1794, Dr. Knox publiſhed “ Antipo- 
lemus ; or, the Plea of Reaſon, Religion, and Hu- 
manity againſt War,” a fragment tranſlated in a 
very maſterly manner from Eraſmus; and, in the 
year following « Chriſtian” Philoſophy; or, an At- 
tempt to diſplay the Evidence and Excellence of 
Revealed Religion,“ in two volumes, duodeeimo, 
a performance which has been branded as a ſyſtem 
of fanaticiſm. Dr. Knox was, moreover; the judi- 
oious compiler of thoſe uſeful volumes, which have 
been ſo well received and, of late, ſo much im- 
proved, entitled, Elegant Extratts,” in Verſe and 
Proſe ; © Elegant Epiſtles,” and © Family Lec- 
tures.” We cannot cloſe this article without com- 
plimenting Dr. Knox upon the real ſervices which
